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THE  EGYPTIAX  COTTON  CROP. 

•  In  the  extent  of  land  devoted  to  its  culture,  cotton  ranks  in  Egypt 
as  the  second  crop,  corn  (maize),  the  chief  native  food  grain,  covering 
a  broader  surface  than  any  other  agricultural  product,  and  wheat 
ranking  third.  In  commercial  importance,  however,  cotton  stands 
easily  first,  the  economic  prosperity  of  the  country  depending  largely 
upon  the  exports  of  the  fiber  and  its  seed.  An  average  of  upward 
of  810,000,000  worth  of  Egyptian  cotton  is  annually  exported  to  the 
United  States  alone.  The  plant  is  cultivated  in  both  Upper  and 
Lower  Egypt,  but  the  acreage  in  the  latter,  the  northern  part  of  the 
country,  is  by  far  the  more  extensive;  according  to  the  latest  official 
figures  the  area  under  cotton  in  Lower  Eg^-pt  was  1,376,388  acres, 
while  in  Upper  Egypt  only  329,046  acres  were  planted  to  this  crop. 
Among  the  varieties  cultivated  are'^Afifi,"  ^^Abassi,"  Yoannovitch," 
and  ''Achmouni."  Afifi,  the  lint  of  which  is  brown  in  color,  is  the 
most  widely  grown,  considerably  over  half  the  entire  cotton  area 
being  of  this  variety.  Cotton  planting  in  the  Delta  is  done  in  March 
and  picking  in  September-November.  The  fiber,  as  is  well  known, 
is  longer  than  that  of  American  upland,  and  the  average  yield  per 
acre  between  two  and  three  times  that  obtained  in  the  L^nited  States. 
Almost  500,000  acres  have  been  added  to  the  area  within  the  past 
dozen  years,  but  o^\'ing  to  a  declining  trend  m  the  average  yield  per 
acre  the  aggregate  production  has  not  increased  proportionately:

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THE   1911   CROPS  OF  CANADA. 

As  finally  estimated  by  the  Dominion  Department  of  Agriculture, 
the  extent  of  land  under  wheat  in  Canada  in  1911  was  10,373,958 
acres,  yield  215,851,300  bushels,  the  area  being  1,079,158  acres  more 
extensive  than  that  of  the  previous  record  year  (1910),  and  the  out- 
turn surpassing  the  former  high- water  mark  by  65,861,700  bushels. 
Upward  of  92  per  cent  of  the  Canadian  wheat  lands  is  in  Saskatche- 
wan, Manitoba,  and  Alberta;  the  three  Provinces  in  1911  had  9,301,293 
acres  under  this  cereal,  an  increase  of  905,893  acres  over  the  pre- 
ceding year;  the  yield,  194,083,000  bushels,  exceeded  that  of  1910 
by  65,192,000  bushels.  The  quality  of  much  of  the  grain,  as  is  well 
known,  was  impaired  by  inclement  weather  shortly  after  harvest, 
and  a  heavy  proportion  of  the  marketings  have  been  of  low  grade. 

The  total  surface  under  oats  in  1911,  compared  with  1910,  shows  a 
decline  of  644,180  acres,  owing  to  decreases  in  the  eastern  Provinces 
and  Manitoba.  In  Saskatchewan  the  area  was  slightly  and  in  Al- 
berta heavily  augmented.  In  all  provinces  the  aggregate  acreage 
was  9,219,920  acres,  against  9,864,100  acres  last  year.  Yield,  al- 
though about  40,000,000  bushels  less  than  was  forecasted  in  Septem- 
ber, is  stiU  in  excess  of  that  of  1910  by  almost  25,000,000  bushels, 
the  absolute  figures  being  348,187,600  bushels  in  1911  against  323,- 
449,0Q0  a  year  ago. 

Cultivation  of  barley  in  1911  was  diminished  in  aU  Provinces 
excepting  Manitoba  and  Quebec.  The  total  land  devoted  to  its  cul- 
ture was  1,404,352  acres,  compared  with  1,834,000  acres  in  1910. 
The  yield  in  the  respective  years  was  40,641,000  and  45,147,600 
bushels. 

Flaxseed,  grown  almost  exclusively  in  the  western  Provinces, 
occupied  in  1911  a  total  of  1,131,586  acres,  an  increase  of  about  137 
per  cent  over  the  year  before.  The  yield  is  returned  at  12,921,000 
bushels,  contrasted  with  3,802,000  bushels  in  1910.  In  Saskatche- 
wan 950,049  acres  under  flaxseed  yielded  10,688,000  bushels;  in 
Manitoba  77,789  acres  gave  an  outturn  of  1,123,000  bushels;  and  in 
Alberta  973,000  bushels  were  estimated  to  have  been  harvested  from 
93,662  acres.  As  in  the  case  of  wheat,  this  crop  has  suftered  in 
quality  from  unfavorable  after-harvest  weather. 

The  final  estimates  of  the  Census  and  Statistics  Office,  Dominion 
Department  of  Agriculture,  on  the  area  and  production  of  all  crops, 
excepting  potatoes,  turnips,  hay  and  clover,  and  fodder  corn  (which 
are  published  in  Circular  26  of  tliis  series)  are  as  follows:

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Partially  explanatory  of  the  above  estimates,  the  Commercial  Intel- 
ligence Department  says: 

On  the  average  of  the  five  years  ending  1909-10  the  areas  under  wheat  in  those 
provinces  to  which  this  memorandum  relates  represented  about  99.8  per  cent  ai  the 
total  reported  wheat  acreage  of  India.  The  returns  from  a  number  of  native  States 
(which  in  the  aggregate  usually  contain  some  10  per  cent  of  the  total  wheat  acreage) 
are  incomplete  owing  to  the  absence  of  a  definite  estimate  of  the  acreage  sown.  The 
British  province  of  Eastern  Bengal  and  Assam  (which  usually  contains  0.4  per  cent  of 
the  total)  has  also  not  given  an  estimate  of  acreage.  In  the  remaining  territory  (repre- 
senting about  89  per  cent)  the  total  area  under  wheat  reported  up  to  date  is  about 
25,570,000  acres,  as  compared  with  25,826,000  acres  (revised  figure)  at  the  same  date 
last  year,  a  decrease  of  1  per  cent. 

Except  in  parts  of  the  Bombay  Presidency,  the  sowing  season  has  on  the  whole  been 
favorable,  and  the  condition  of  the  crop  is  reported  to  be  generally  good. 

On  the  average  of  the  five  years  ending  1909-10  the  area  under  flaxseed  in  those 
provinces  to  which  the  memorandum  relates  represented  some  97  per  cent  of  the  total 
reported  area  under  that  crop  in  British  India.  In  the  same  period  the  average  acreage 
(Excluding  Hyderabad  and  the  "mixed"  crop  of  the  United  Provinces)  was  1,992,800 
acres.  Last  year  the  figure  for  the  same  tracts  and  crops  was  2,376,300  acres.  This 
year  it  is  2,691,700  acres.  There  is  thus  an  estimated  expansion  of  315,400  acres,  or 
13  per  cent,  on  the  figures  of  last  year  and  one  of  698,900  acres,  or  35  per  cent,  on  the 
five  years'  average.  Including  Hyderabad,  the  total  acreage  reported  up  to  date  comes 
to  3,371,000  acres  as  against  2,818,300  last  year. 

'^The  state  and  prospects  of  the  crop  are  reported  to  be  generally 
good  except  in  parts  of  the  Bombay  Presidency. 
As  to  rice  the  Second  General  Memorandum  states : 

On  the  average  of  the  five  years  ending  1909-10  the  area  under  rice  in  the  p^o^'inces 
to  which  this  memorandum  relates  represented  some  78  per  cent  of  the  entire  rice 
area  of  British  India. 

The  total  area  reported  amounts  to  54,441,400  acres  as  compared  with  56,145,400 
acres  last  year,  a  decrease  of  1,704,000  acres,  or  4  per  cent.  The  character  of  the  season 
has  on  the  whole  been  fairly  favorable. 

The  total  area  under  cotton  in  all  territories  reported  is  19,524,000 
acres  as  against  22,190,000  acres  (revised  figure)  at  this  date  last 
year,  a  decrease  of  12  per  cent.  The  total  outturn  is  estimated  at 
3,102,000  bales  of  400  pounds  each,  as  against  3,809,000  bales  (revised 
figure  0  for  last  3^ear,  a  decrease  of  18.6  per  cent.  To  this  figure 
might  be  added  some  1,000  bales  as  the  estimated  yield  in  Bengal 
Native  States  which  make  no  returns. 

AREA  AND  PRODUCTION  OF  CEREALS,  HAY,  POTATOES,  ETC.,  IN  IRELAND. 

The  quality  of  the  Irish  crops  in  1911  was  in  general  much  superior 
to  that  of  1910,  but,  owing  to  decreased  areas  and  other  causes,  the 
total  quantity  of  wheat,  oats,  and  lye  produced  was  less  than  a  year 
ago;  continuously  diy  and  parching  weather  during  the  summer 


1  The  estimate  made  at  this  date  last  year  was  4,668,000  bales. 
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rendered  the  yield  of  hay  very  short,  while  barley  and  potatoes 
showed  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year. 

Statistics  of  cereal  and  pulse  production,  as  reported  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction  of  Ireland,  are 
expressed  m  units  of  weight  and  hence  are  not  exactly  comparable 
with  statistics  of  production  in  Great  Britain,  as  returned  by  the 
British  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  which  are  returned  in 
units  of  measure.  In  the  case  of  oats,  notably,  the  yield  per  acre 
in  Ireland,  as  expressed  in  United  States  units  of  weight  (32  pounds), 
was  56.9  bushels  in  1911  and  61.3  in  1910;  in  Great  Britain  the 
yields  per  acre  for  the  same  years,  expressed  m  United  States  bushels 
of  measure,  were  respectively  39.2  and  41.6  bushels.  The  figures 
are  likely  to  be  to  some  extent  misleading,  in  that  bushels  of  32 
pounds  of  Irish  oats  are  thus  compared  with  measured  bushels  of 
British  oats,  which  are  commonly  regarded  as  running  about  39 
pounds  to  the  bushel. 

The  yield  of  potatoes  in  Ireland  in  1911  was  exceptional;  over 
233.3  bushels  per  acre  were  lifted,  compared  with  180.7  bushels  per 
acre  in  the  previous  year;  the  yields  per  acre  m  Great  Britain  in  the 
same  3'ears  were  much  heavier  and  amounted  to  251  and  240.5 
bushels,  respectively.

AGRICULTURE  IN  FRANCE. 

Although  official  estimates  of  the  area  and  production  in  France 
of  other  crops  than  the  principal  cereals,  potatoes,  beets,  wine,  and 
cider  are  not  published  until  about  a  year  after  harvest,  the  figures, 
in  addition  to  their  value  for  comparative  purposes,  are  of  interest 
as  partially  ilhist rating  the  diversity  of  French  agriculture  and  the 
relative  acreage  of  different  crops.    The  detailed  estimates  of  the 
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French  Ministry  of  Agriculture  on  areas  and  yields  in  1910  have 
lately  issued  from  the  press  and  are  given  below,  with  comparisons:

The  trend  of  wine  production  in  France  in  recent  years  has  been 
downward.  The  1911  vintage,  according  to  the  Ministry  of  Finance, 
yielded  1,185,741,574  gallons  against  the  remarkably  deficient  out- 
turn of  753,656,059  gallons  in  the  previous  year;  in  1909,  1,438,- 
296,284  gallons  were  obtained;  1,599,424,266  gallons  in  1908;  and  in 
1907  a  total  of  1,745,378,402  gallons.  The  year  1911  has  also  given 
an  exceptional  yield  of  cider  and  perry,  the  total  having  been  esti-

mated  by  the  JSIinistry  of  Agriculture  at  578,491,354  gallons,  com- 
pared with  285,164,191  gallons  in  1910;  209,967,864  gallons  m  1909; 
445,749,891  gallons  in  1908;  and  72,360,674  gallons  in  1906. 

In  addition  to  the  above-named  products  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture issues  estimates  of  the  area  and  production  in  France  of 
fifty-odd  crops  which  are  more  or  less  localized,  including  oranges, 
lemons,  almonds,  truffles,  broomcorn,  chicory,  rice,  onions,  mush- 
rooms, berries  of  different  kinds,  seeds,  etc. 

The  area  of  v^inter  cereals  sown  up  to  January  1  for  the  1912 
harvest  has  recently  been  estimated  by  the  ^linistry  of  Agriculture 
as  follows:  Winter  wheat  15,602,141  acres,  compared  with  13,915,931 
acres  at  the  same  date  last  ypar;  winter  rye  3,021,761  acres,  against 
2,893,788  acres  last  season;  mnter  oats  1,980,012  acres,  last  year 
1,843,588  acres  and  winter  barle}^  401,093  against  a  previous  363,027 
acres. 

ITALIAN  OLIVES  AND  OTHER  SPECIFIED  CROPS,  1911. 

The  ohve  groves  of  Italy,  more  extensive  than  those  of  any 
other  European  country,  covered  5,793,704  acres  in  1911 — an 
area  2,247,530  acres  larger  than  that  under  this  fruit  in  the  next 
most  important  European  producing  State,  Spain.  The  quantity 
of  olives  grown  in  Italy  in  1911,  as  estimated  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Industry,  and  Commerce,  was  1,554,243  tons,  compared 
with  1,031,488  tons  in  the  previous  year.  Production  in  Spain  in  the 
two  years,  respectively,  was  1,906,863  and  688,517  tons.  The 
estimate  for  Italy,  by  Provinces,  follows:

AGRICULTURE  AND  LIVE  STOCK  IN  DENMARK. 

About  80  per  cent  of  the  total  land  surface  of  Denmark  (9,978,880 
acres)  is  productive.  Of  the  productive  soil,  considerably  over  half 
is  pasture,  meadow,  and  forest,  the  remainder  being  arable.  Farms 
as  a  rule  are  small,  the  Danish  law  encouraging  the  parceling  out  of 
landed  property  and  prohibiting  the  union  of  small  farms  into  larger 
estates.  Cooperation  in  the  sale  of  farm  produce  for  export  is  highly 
developed.  As  in  many  countries  of  northern  Europe,  oat  raising 
occupies  a  conspicuous  place  in  agriculture,  about  a  million  acres 
being  annually  under  this  crop.  Rye,  the  principal  bread  grain  of 
the  country,  occupies  almost  700,000  acres  annually  and  barley 
between  550,000  and  600,000.  Wheat  is  not  grown  extensively;  the 
annual  area  only  slightly  exceeds  100,000  acres,  and  the  production 
is  greatly  inferior  even  to  that  of  maslin.  In  this  connection  it  may 
be  of  interest  to  note  that  maslin,  or  mixed  grain,  which  in  France 
and  some  other  countries  is  wheat  and  rye  sown  together,  in  Den- 
mark consists  of  two  cereals  (ordinarily  barley  and  oats),  or  of  a 
cereal  and  a  legume  (commonly  oats  and  peas,  or  oats  and  vetches). 
Over  70  per  cent,  however,  of  the  Danish  ''blandsaed,"  or  maslin,  is  a 
mixture  of  barley  and  oats. 

Comprehensive  official  statistics  of  the  results  of  harvests  in 
Denmark  are  not  issued  until  a  year  after  the  gathering  of  the  crops. 
The  recently  pubhshed  figures  of  the  Danish  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
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on  the  agricultural  output  in  1910,  and  previous  years,  are  here 
reproduced:

The  yields  of  wheat,  rye,  barley,  and  oats  in  1911  are  officially  reported  to  be  above  average 
yield  was  about  average,  and  that  of  sugar  beets  below. 

The  development  of  cooperation  in  the  sale  for  export  of  certain 
animal  products  in  Denmark  has  been  a  powerful  stimulus  to  the 
growth  of  the  live-stock  industry.  Excepting  a  decline  in  the  number 
of  sheep,  geese,  and  stands  of  bees,  there  have  been  noteworthy 
increases  during  the  past  16  years  in  almost  all  classes  of  live  stock. 
Cooperation  in  the  sale  of  Danish  bacon  and  eggs,  notably,  has 
aroused  great  interest  in  the  raising  of  swine  and  chickens,  and  their 
numbers  have  increased  77  and  107  per  cent,  respectively,  between 
1893  and  1909.  The  Danish  Ministry  of  Agriculture  publishes  the 
following  statement  relative  to  the  number  of  live  stock  in  the  King- 
dom on  July  15  of  every  fifth  year:

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AUSTRIAN  CEREALS  AND  LIVE  STOCK,  1911-1910, 

The  Kingdom  of  Austria  embraces  a  total  area  of  74,177,920 
acres;  of  this  69,835,525  acres,  or  94  per  cent,  were  returned  in 
1906  as  "cultivated"  or  productive.  The  ''cultivated''  land  con- 
sisted of  26,285,341  acres  of  arable  land,  24,181,030  acres  of  forest, 
17,580,093  acres  of  pastures  and  meadows,  and  1,789,261  acres  of 
gardens,  vineyards,  woodlands,  lakes,  and  fish  ponds.  Statistics 
have  recently  been  issued  by  the  Austrian  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
relative  to  the  yield  in  1911  on  that  portion  of  the  cultivated  land 
sown  to  wheat,  rye,  barley,  oats,  and  corn.  The  total  area  under  the 
five  grains  in  1911  was  16,090,503  acres;  the  area  and  yield  of  each, 
as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  were  as  follows :

Due  largely  to  increased  acreage,  the  jdeld  of  wheat  in  1911  exceeds 
that  of  the  previous  year  by  over  1,000,000  bushels,  while  the  yield 
of  rye,  the  principal  bread  grain,  falls  almost  5,000,000  bushels  short, 
caused  largely  by  shrinkage  in  the  sown  area.  Barley  and  oats  re- 
turned fairly  full  yields,  but  corn  gave  only  16.07  bushels  per  acre 
against  22.57  bushels  in  the  preceding  year. 

An  enumeration  of  the  number  of  five  stock  in  the  Kingdom 
December  31,  1910,  recently  published,  shows  a  decline  in  the  number 
of  cattle  and  sheep,  as  compared  with  the  number  December  31, 
1900,  but  an  increase  in  all  other  species  of  domestic  five  stock, 
notabty  in  swine,  whose  numbers  have  been  augmented  by  almost 
one- third :

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FINAL  ESTIMATE  OF  1911  CROPS  IN  HUNGARY   (pROPER)  . 

According  to  the  final  estimate  of  the  Hungarian  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  the  yield  of  wheat  in  1911  was  175,030,000  bushels. 
Though  1,779,000  bushels  less  than  officially  forecasted  in  September, 
the  crop  takes  rank,  quantitatively,  as  second  to  the  high  record — 
197,409,000  bushels  in  1906.  In  the  other  crops  the  final  figures 
differ  to  no  noteworthy  extent  from  the  latest  preliminary  ones, 
excepting  that  corn  is  shown  to  have  yielded  almost  1,000,000  bushels 
less  and  potatoes  about  2,500,000  bushels  more  than  was  predicted 
in  October.  The  final  figures  on  corn  are  137,069,000  bushels,  com- 
pared with  the  October  estimate  of  138,063,000  bushels,  potatoes 
161,587,000  bushels,  against  a  previous  forecast  of  159,172,000.

PRODUCTION  OF  CEREALS  AND  HAY  IN  BOSNIA-HERZEGOVINA. 

A  recent  report  of  the  ''Landesregierung"  of  Bosnia-Herzegovina 
reviews  the  agricultural  situation  in  1911  and  estimates  the  produc- 
tion of  cereals,  potatoes,  and  hay  as  compared  with  former  years. 
Corn,  or  maize,  is  the  most  important  object  of  cultivation,  and  oats 
second;  barley  is  grown  more  extensively  than  wheat,  and  the  culti- 
vation of  rye  is  comparatively  unimportant.  Yields  of  wheat  and 
oats  in  1911  were  above  average  but  all  other  crops  were  deficient, 
notably  so  in  the  case  of  corn,  potatoes,  and  hay.
